MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

New Delhi, the 5th April 1971 

S.R.O. 218 — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the Non-gazetted, Non-ministerial, Class III post of 
Carpenter in the Ministry of Defence, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Defence (Carpenter’s posts) Recruitment Rules, 1071. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to Class III post of Carpenter In the 
Ministry of Defence as specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay. — The number of said post, 
its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limi t and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

( 535 ) 
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Provided that the upper age-limit specified for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed In the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
Irom time to time by the Central Government, 

5 . Disqualifications. — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living, or 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage Is 
permissible under the personal law applicab'e to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing may exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons.

S R.O. 231, — In exercise of the powers conferred by article 309 of the Consti- 
tution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Civi- 
lians In Defence Services (Study Leave) Rules, 1964, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Civilians in Defence Services (Study Leave) 
(Amendment) Rules 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Civilians in Defence Se vices (Study T^eave) RulCo, 19G4, in tu'e 18 
for the proviso to sub-rule (1), the following proviso shall oe subatituted, namely: — 

“Provided that the amount required to be refunded under ibis rule shall, 
in the case of a Government servant who, on return to duty from 
study leave, is permitted to resign from the service and to take up 
on his own initiative employment under any statutory or autonomous 
body or institution under the control of the Government be reduced 
to an amount equal to the expenditure incurred by the Government 
and the said other agencies in respect of the leave salary, study 
allowance, cost of fees, travelling and other expenses sanctioned to 
him during the period of study leave together with interest thereon: 

Provided further that nothing in this rule shall apply — 

(a) to a Government servant, who, on return to duty from sludy leave, is 

permitted to retire from service on medical grounds; and 

(b) to a Government servant, who. after return to duly trom study leave, 

is deputed to serve in any statutory or autonomous body or institu- 
tion under the control of the Government ana is subsequently per- 
mitted to resign from service under the Government with a view to 
his permanent absorption in the said statutory or autonomous body - 
or institution in the public interest”.
